In an earlier communication, "The 

Choice Before I S," the writer suggest- 
ed an alternative: that the NAD be 
merged with the state associations in 
a single organisation. The place ol 

the \ \D would lie taken by a 
central office supported by the state 

associations. 

It was stated then that this idea 
had been latent in the minds of many 
deaf leaders, but that the apparent 
neces.siiv lor a delegate System seemed 

itumbling block. 

If anything is clear at this juncture, 
it is that no program which is to be 

based on the delegate system has the 

ghost of a chance to be adopted. It 
is the ideal arrangement yes 1| is 
what we should all wish for. Hut we 
can't have it because we would lie 
asking the state associations to pay 
expenses of conventions on top of e\ 
penses lor Ihe cenlral olfiie. It might 
be a later development but it is not in 
Ihe cards at this time. 

Admitting the necessity tor reorgan- 
isation to achieve more effective unity, 
two questions immediately arise. (1) 
How is the machinery to be set in 
motion that will bring about reorgani- 
zation? (2) What would be expected 
of the state associations under the new 
program? 

We shall put the horse before the 
<art and confine our further remarks 
to the latter of the two questions. It 
is obvious that unless a satisfactory 
answer is forthcoming to this question 
there is no call for answering the 
former. 

In Ihe fust place the StAtC assoc ia 
tions would be called u|>on to furnish 
funds for the central office In return 
the members would be entitled to vole 

upon policies and management at 
their several conventions. To this 

end it would be necessary lor stale

Prompt Measures 

When true courage is accompanied 

by the impluse lo act and act valia.nl- 
ly at the crucial moment, it is ale 
invincible. An instance of the spirit 
ready to surmount an emergency is 
n in a story relating to General 
McClellan when, after tin- Mexican 

War. he was employed as a topo- 
graphical engineer in surveying the 
Pacific coast. 

From his headquarters at Vancou- 
ver he had gone south to Ihe I 
umbia River With two companions. ,i 
soldier and a servant. One evening 
he received word that the chiefs of 
the Columbia River tribes wished to 
confer with him. and from the mes 
Sanger's manner he suspected that the 
Indians meant mischief. 

lie warned his companions that 
thej must be ready to leave camp at 
a moment's notice, and (hen, mount- 
ing his horse, he rode boldly into the 
Indian village. About thirty chiefs 
were, holdiyg council, and McClellan 
was led into the circle and placed at 
the right hand of the chief, Saltese, 
who made known the grievance of the 
trilx". 

Two Indians had been captured by 
a party of white pioneers and hanged 
for theft. Atonement for the outrage 
we. absolutely necessary, but al- 
though the chiefs pondered long over 
the question, they had but little to 
say. McClellan was on friendly 
terms with them, and he was by no 
means responsible for the executions', 
but he was a white man, and for that 

on the responsibility seemed to 

lie with nun. 

The council was prolonged for 
hours, and then Saltese pasted sen- 
tence: McClellan should be imme- 
diately put to death. 

The officer said nothing, but sat 
motionless, apparently quite indif- 
ferent lo his fate. His listless! 
threw his captors off their guard, but 
the moment for action had only just 
come. At the instant when the sen-

know personally one of the best artists 
that the United States has ever pro- 
duced, a deal man. I have known 
deaf SCUlptOn, bankets, chemists, 
architects, ministers of the Oospel. 
farmers, teachers, housewives, li- 
brarians, doing their work happily 
and successfully day after day. 
While (hiring the depression many 

of them have suffered as others have 

and many of them have lost their 
opportunities to labor as Others have. 
in normal times they are actually as 
independent as their hearing brothers 
and sisters. They are not law break- 
ers; they do not fill the courts with 
quarrels and lawsuits. They are 
self-respecting, law abiding, Independ- 
ent American

At the opening of a new year 
thoughtful people may be inclined to 
take a retrospective view of our coun- 
try's greatness and to figure out the 
elements which may have led to it.
